Gunman 
exchanges 
shots with 
deputy

Pomona police are still looking to­ 
day for a gunman who robbed the 
Bob’s Big Boy Restaurant, 221 W. 
Holt Ave., Pomona early Thursday 
and escaped following a gunfight in 
the parking lot with a Los Angeles 
County sheriff’s deputy. 
A restaurant cashier told police 
that the gunman, described as a 
male black 25 years old, approached 
her about 1:15 a.m. and pushed aside 
his coat to reveal a pistol in his belt. 
He then said, ‘‘Give me all your 
money or I’ll blow your head off.” 
The cashier handed over the con­ 
tents of the register, including coin 
rolls and bills in $10, $5 and $1 
denominations An estim ate of the 
loss was not yet available. 
The robber fled through the 
southwest doors of the restaurant but 
was pursued by Sheriff’s Deputy 
David Ortiz who had been eating in 
the restaurant and noticed the trou­ 
ble when the cashier reported the 
robbery to the manager. 
Ortiz discovered the man fleeing 
across the restaurant parking lot and 
ordered him to halt. The robber then 
turned and fired two shots at Ortiz 
who responded by firing two shots of 
his own 
Ortiz pursued the man 
westward toward Gordon Street, ex­ 
changing additional gunshots. The 
deputy observed the man get into a 
white stationwagon and make his es­ 
cape in the 500 block of Gordon 
Street. 
Police reported finding a roll of 
quarters in the parking lot which the 
robber had dropped when he turned 
to fire at Ortiz. 
Witnesses said the robber was 
wearing a blue and white patterned 
scarf over his head, a green shirt, 
dark pants and that he had rotten 
teeth.

MOSCOW-(AP) — The journal Literary Gazette says 
dozens of irate men have written to complain that 
liberated Soviet women are losing their femininity and 
acting like men in their smoking, drinking, cursing and 
having free sex. 
In fact, the Soviet Union's new breed of working women 
have forgotten how to be women, the weekly newspaper's 
readers said in the latest issue. 
“ Every man dreams of a woman who’s soft, loving, ex­ 
pressive! affectionate, modest and shy, of a feminine 
woman,” wrote Grigory Molodtsov from the town of 
Volzhsky “ But they're getting harder and harder to find 
“ Men are getting fed up with crude women who have 
the manners of cowboys Their bossy shouts around the 
house, their shabby way of dressing and their swaggering 
way of drinking bottoms-up like a man turns the home 
into a crude barracks.” 


I. Zimin of Leningrad agreed. He said “every man 
would like to see in his house an atmosphere of softness, 
warmth, and, if you will, of purity.” 
Instead, women these days try to act like men, “ smok­ 
ing. drinking, cursing and engaging in free love,” he said 
Even at the front in World War II. wrote A. Arkilov 
from Nikolayev, girls wearing boots and greatcoats 
managed to keep their femininity. 
But now, he said, “ it's hard to distinguish the girls from 
the guys: their vulgar laugh, swaggering walk, cigaret­ 
tes.” 


And their language — not just on construction sites but 
in offices — “ makes even strong men blush.” he wrote. 
Since the war, women have assumed an ever greater 
share of the Soviet workload. They now make up about 52 
per cent of collective farm workers and 48 per cent of fac­ 


tory workers, according to recent si 
Other statistics show that women c 
homes and raise children, adding i 
hours to each workday.

FERNDALE, Calif 
(AP) - A 
strong earthquake rumbled through 
a 100-mile-long stretch of Northern 
California early today but no damage 
or injuries were reported anywhere. 
The U niversity of C alifornia 
se ism o g ra p h ic la b o ra to ry at 
B erkeley rep o rte d the quake 
measured 5.8 on the Richter Scale 
with the epicenter at Ferndale, 260 
miles north of San Francisco. 
A laboratory spokesman said the 


quake hit at 3:20 a.m. along a coastal 
band that also included Eureka. 
McKinleyville, Areata and Crescent 
City about 25 miles south of the 
Oregon border. 


The area of redwood forests is not 
heavily populated. 


Ferndale Police Chief Charles 
Goff said be had no reports of any 
damage in his community, a few 
miles east of the Pacific Ocean. Goff 


said his wife felt it, but “ I didn t feel 
a thing ” 
“ It was a rolling, rumbling quake 
that seemed to last a long tim e,” 
said George Johnston, program 
director of radio station KINS in 
Eureka, 15 miles north of Ferndale 
Johnston said it rattled objects in his 
office, but nothing fell to the floor. 
The R ichter scale is a m eas­ 
urem en t of ground m otion as 
recorded on seismographs. Every in­ 


crease of one number means a ten­ 
fold increase in magnitude Thus, a 
reading of 7.5 reflects an earthquake 
10 times stronger than one of 6 5. 


An earthquake of 5 on the scale can 
cause considerable damage in pop­ 
ulated areas and 6 can cause severe 
d a m a g e . 
T he San F ra n c isc o 
earthquake of 1906 registered 8.25 on 
the Richter scale.

Prisoner exchange treaty 
signed by U.S. and Mexico 


M EXICO CITY (A F ) - The 
United States and Mexico have 
signed a treaty which if approved by 
each country’s Senate would allow 
Americans in jail here and Mexicans 
imprisoned in the United States to 
serve their senten ces in their 
homelands. 
“ We’re pioneering—it’s the first 
treaty of its kind," U.S. Ambassador 
John J. Jova said after he and Mex­ 
ican Foreign Secretary Alfonso G ar­ 
cia Robles initialed the pact Thurs­ 
day. 
Jova said the main purpose of the 
agreement is the return of convicts 
to their native cultures where they 
can be properly rehabilitated The 
treaty is for three years and will 
automatically be renewed if neither 
country contests it. 
Sources close to the three months 
of intensive negotiations which led to 
the agreement acknowledge that 
Americans returning home can be 
expected to challenge their Mexican 
convictions in U.S. courts. 
I’risoners told a reporter in inter­ 
views Thursday at the Santa Marta 
men's prison here that they hope the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
m eets the first p lan elo ad of 
returnees. 


Jova said the treaty provides that 
inmates will come under the law of 
their hom eland and cannot be 
prevented from contesting the treaty 
or their convictions. The treaty also 
prohibits the homeland from prose­ 
cuting returnees for the sam e of­ 
fense they were arrested for in the 
country where they were jailed 
“ The courts (in the United States) 
will have to take into consideration 
not only whether their rights were 
violated under the Constitution, but 
also certainly the spirit of the 
treaty," Jova said. 
Robert Arthur F ish er, 42, of 
Omaha, Neb., who has served 26 
months of a seven-year term for 
forgery and possession of marijuana, 
said lie could not understand how 
Americans could be forced to serve 
sentences in the United States for 
convictions based on confessions 
forced in Mexico by brutal means 
“ We want the treaty badly," he 
said. “ People had lost sight of the ef­ 
fectiveness of the American Con­ 
stitution If nothing else, we've all 
learned to greatly appreciate the 
U.S. Constitution and the projection 
of human rights it provides." 
There are about 600 Americans in 
Mexican jails, most of them on drug- 


related charges. Mexico estimates 
1.200 Mexicans are imprisoned in the 
United States. 
The prisoner exchange is com­ 
pletely voluntary on the part of the 
prisoners. However, the country 
where they are jailed must propose 
transfers to their homeland and it 
must accept. 
The treaty must be ratified by 
each country’s senate and enabling 
legislation passed before the first ex­ 
change will begin Sources predicted 
that will take until at least April. 
Nearly all the Americans will 
qualify for return, but Mexican 
sources estim ate only 200 Mexicans 
will be eligible That is because the 
treaty excludes inmates held on im­ 
m igration, 
political or m ilitary 
charges. 
“ For me it means springtime and 
being alone until then in that cold 
women’s prison because most of my 
friends will go free before then on 
parole,’’ said Susan Jones, 24, of 
Sacramento, Calif , who has served 
22 months of an eight-year, two- 
month sentence. 
M iss Jo n e s w as referrin g to 
legislation now before the Mexican 
congress which has brought more 
hope to the American inmates than 


the prospect of a prisoner exchange. 
The legislation would allow drug 
offenders to qualify for parole, a 
right taken away several years ago 
when the United States and Mexico 
began their joint campaign against 
narcotics smugglers. 
Mexican officials estim ate at least 
200 Americans would be released and 
deported immediately upon passage 
of the legislation, which is expected 
before Christmas. Many inmates, - 
such as M iss Jones, don t havej 
enough prison time to qualify. 
Leslie Harold Fleishman, 35, 612 
Los Angeles. Calif., who has served 
28 months of a seven-year sentence, 
for importing cocaine, said many 
prisoners are worried whether the* 
U.S. Senate will ratify the agree­ 
ment and Congress will pass the j 
enabling legislation 
“ We r e not a popular cau se 
because most of us are in here for 
drugs," he said "Whether a man SC 
innocent or guilty, there s no reasotr 
for the gross violation of human 
rights we have suffered "

that Mexican policemen 
forced 
them—sometimes with electric cat 
tie prods—to sign confessions they 
could not read in Spanish

Need for electricity, power plants overestimated? 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - The slate 
E nergy C om m ission staff say s 
forecasts by Pacific G as & Electric 
Co. and the Sacramento Municipal 
Utility D istrict exaggerat e the 
tuture need tor electricity and power 
plants 
The commission itself must choose 
between estim ates by its staff and 


the utilities in a report to the 
legislature and governor that is due 
Jan. 1. The com m ission is not 
allowed to authorize construction of 
power plants unless its estim ates 
show they're needed, 
in a report disputed by both 
utilities, the staff said Wednesday 
that PGgiK needed 25 new plants, 


four of them nuclear, in the next two 
decades, compared to the company's 
forecast of 49 plants, 11 nuclear 
SMUD said it needed seven new 
plants but the staff called for three 
The staff also said P G liE had 
overestimated Northern California 
energy needs by 15.5 per cent for 1985 
and 32 4 per cent for 1995. For 


residential use alone, the disparity in 
forecasts was 50 2 per cent for 1985 
and U4.3 per cent lor 1995 . 


A consultant hired by SMUD, Prof 
J Daniel Khazzoom, called the staff 
forecast “ pathetically inadequate" 
and said it was based on 19th-century 
economic theory The staff gets a 


chance to rebut him at another hear­ 
ing Dec. 6 
The utilities foresee a steady 
growth in industrial and residential 
dem and for electricity . PG&E 
predicts a growth rate of 6 1 per cent 
a year for Northern California over 
the next 20 years The commission 
staff estim ate is 2.1 per cent.

That will depend on the reorganiza­ 
tion 
The possibilities are certain to 
dom inate the discussions at the 
league’s annual Congress of Cities, 
which will run through Wednesday 
The smaller and more liberal U S 
C onference of M ayors m et in 
Chicago earlier in the month, urging 
Carter to increase federal spending 
in urban areas and calling for better 
access to the president 
Interviews with C arter strate­ 
gists, congressional aides and a half 
dozen lobbyists for labor and urban 
groups indicate that the options 
prepared for the Carter's considera­ 
tion include: 
-C arter could choose a mayor, a 


housing expert, a financial wizard or 
an 
accom plished 
governm ent 
m a n a g e r to guide his urb an 
program He could place the person 
in charge of the Department of Hous­ 
ing and Urban Development (HUDi, 
the Domestic Council, or a new of­

—He could bolster the Domestic 
Council, using the Nixon-created 
group to coordinate urban-related 
Cabinet agencies (HUD, Transporta­ 
tion and Health, Education and Wel­ 
fare ) Or he might kill the council 
off 
Under President Ford, the council 
has languished with little influence 
on urban programs. Carter has said 
he favors a strong Cabinet, which 
could spell death for the White 
House-located council 
—He could use a Cabinet level 
com m ittee to coordinate urban 
programs, or he could abolish the 
unit set up in July by President F ord 
to make sense out of the current 
mess of programs. 
He could give the Office of 
M an ag em en t and B udget th e 
authority to coordinate a multi 
agency urban battleplan. Or he could 
let OMB oversee policies devised in 
the Cabinet or the Domestic Counc il 
Transition strategists are now dis­ 
cussing how to im plem ent the 
promises Carter made last July in 
his major urban policy speech, when 
he promised to work “ to meet the 
problems of Urban America just as 
Franklin Roosevelt worked to meet 
the problems of the rural South in the 
1930s " 
Then there are the candidates. 
According to several sources,

Mayors Thomas Bradley of 
Los Angeles, Kenneth Gibson of

Limousine use costs taxpayer 


Ohio's death 
penalty upheld 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
state Supreme Court in a unanimous 
decision today upheld the con­ 
stitutionality of Ohio’s death penalty 
law. 
The decision upheld the death 
penalty imposed on Carl L. Bayless, 
convicted May 9, 1974, in Akron of 
two counts of aggravated murder 
There were 61 inmates on death 
row at the Southern Ohio Correc­ 
tional Facility in Lucasville and at 
the Ohio Reformatory for Women as 
of last week 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Treasury's failure to collect taxes on 
the value of lim ousine service 
provided to ineligible government of­ 
ficials is costing taxpayers up to 64 8 
million a year, Sen. William Prox­ 
mire charges. 
"There is no reason for another 
day ’s delay in taxing government big 
shots for the free limousine service 
they now receive," Proxmire said to­ 
day in announcing that his "Fleece of 
the Month" award would go to the 
Treasury Deprtment 
On Sept 5. 1975, Proxmire noted, 
Treasury announced a proposed 
regulation that would tax as income 
the fair market value of chauffered 
limousine service between an of­ 
ficial's home and office. 
"But as of today, the regulations 
are still not in effect,’' Proxmire 


said "Meanwhile, the Treasury and 
the Internal Revenue Service have 
cracked down on such groups as 
insurance salesmen who are pro­ 
vided cars for use in their busi­ 
ness." 
“ While the Treasury has been 
tough on ordinary citizens, high- 
ranking government officials still go 
untaxed almost 15 months after the 
p r o p o s e d r e g u l a t i o n s w e r e 
published." he complained 
Proxmire, who frequently jogs 
several miles to work, has been cam­ 
paigning for years to cut down the 
use of government limousines, par­ 
ticularly their use in commuting 
In the Washington area alone, he 
says, about 800 officials are driven to 
and from work despite a law that 
allows government cars to be used 
only for official purposes 


The law authorizes chauffered 
door-to-door service for only a hand­ 
ful of officials, including the Presi­ 
dent, Cabinet officers and ambas 
sadors. 
"White House staff, generals and 
admirals at the Pentagon, un­ 
d e rs e c re ta rie s , assistant se c ­ 
retaries, heads of agencies like the 
Veterans Administration ... are 
specifically not eligible for that free 
service under this law," Proxmire 
said 
In addition to the lost taxes, he 
said, the taxpayers are forking over 
about $13 million a year to pay for 
the limousines and chauffeurs used 
by the 800 officials 
Proxmire presents the “ Fleece of 
the Month" award for what he con­ 
siders the most ironic or ridiculous 
example of government spending 


The price is right 
on rape in Britain 


LONDON (AP) - Britain put a price on rape today 
The government's Criminal Injuries Compensation 
Board said a woman could expect to receive 1,000 pounds 
($1,650) if the attack left her with no significant physical 
injuries and average psychological reaction " 
The terms were spelled out by attorney Michael Ogden, 
chairman of the board, in the annual report 
He said many rape victims receive up to twice as much, 
depending on injuries. But not all the 1.040 women known 
to have been raped last year will be compensated Many 
forego compensation willingly because they just want to 
forget. Ogden said 
The board has been paying compensation to victims ot 
criminal violence, including those who had been raped, 
since it was formed in 1964 But today's report was the 
first that set a specific price for rape victims 
The Board reported that it has paid over $51 million in 
the past 12 years. It paid 13,599 claims last year out of 
16.690 who applied. 
According to a schedule in the report, a victim might 
get $330 for a broken nose and an additional $165 if he 
needed an operation to straighten it 
A fractured jaw brings $942 if it requires wiring up for a 
month, a stab wound in the stomach is valued at $t,072 
and the loss of an eye is put at $8,250 
Anyone injured in an assault or by someone else s 
criminal action can apply to the board for compensation 
The money comes from a fund set aside for the purpose 
out of general revenues.

WASHINGTON (AP) - While 
familiar Republican figures prepare 
for a party power struggle, GOP 
leaders around the country are talk­ 
ing of new faces and fresh talent to

The conservatives among them 
argue that the party should look to 
the right for its direction But there 
is wide agreement on the need lot 
unity and for a return to the basics of 
political organization as Republican 
chairmen and national committee 
members survey the future of the 
defeated party. 
They are the people who will be 
choosing a national chairman in mid- 
January to succeed the resigning 
Mary Louise Smith 
And many agree with Mrs Smith 
that this is no time for Republicans 
to turn sharply toward the right - or 
the left, for that matter, 
Those attitudes emerged in an As 


sociated Press sampling of the opi 
nions of more than 40 Republican 
state party leaders 
Their consensus was that what 
Republicans need most is an inten­ 
sive organizational drive, con­ 
centrating on voter registration and 
candidate talent hunts for the 1978 
state and congressional elections. 
But the party leaders are divided 
on the immediate future The split 
continues between those who sup­ 
ported President Ford and those who 
backed Ronald Reagan for the GOP 
presidential nomination 
While the choice of a new

Republicans, some party officials 
urge a system of shared leadership 
that would install a compromise, 
consensus choice at the party helm 
Mrs

A year ago: forest fire ravages Southland 


GLENDALE (AP) - 
Alice Fischer peeked 
through the screen door to 
see the blue sky, nearly 
smogless mountains and 
workmen building a house 
across the street. 
One y ear ago M rs. 
Fischer watched cinders 
drop from the sky and 
flames leap from the near­ 
by hills. Across the street 
in

Highway Highlands section 
of Glendale, the home of 
sh e riff’s deputy G ail 
Martin was a charred ruin. 
In fo u r d ay s la s t 
Thanksgiving week, roar 
ing winds pushed flames 
from the Mount Baldy and 
Tujunga fires to devastate 
brush, trees and buildings 
o v er 
a 
6 9 ,0 0 0 -acre 
patchwork of Los Angeles 
and San Bernardino coun­ 
ties. Officials said it was 
the worst forest fire in the 
area since 1919 
The state Office of 
Emergency Services es­ 
timated damage at $29.6 
million, including 38 homes 
damaged or destroyed. 
But this year, the U.S. 
Forest Service declared an 
official end to the Southern 
California fire danger 
season in mid-November 
Rainfall through the fire 
prone summer months 
rose dramatically, dropp­ 
ing 3 63 inches since July 1. 
In 1975, only .27 inches had 
fallen during the same 
period 
And the westbound winds 
from the desert—the hot, 
dry, fire-fanning Santa 
Anas—blew less frequently 
in 1976.

he knows, who contracts 
for freshwater recovery 
diving in his own single­ 
seat submarine 
The 26-year-old Fresno 
resident says he’s tapping 
an untouched market. 
“There is an expressed 
need to recover objects at 
depths where divers can’t 
work effectively,” he said. 
“ In a decom pression 
chamber a person can re­ 
main submerged longer 
and co n d u ct a m o re 
thorough search.” 
Tostenson has recovered 
sunken cars, boats, guns, 
assorted valuables and an 
occasional body. He said 
there are few submersibles 
like his in the world, most 
of them owned by large 
conglom erates and oil 
companies which use them 
for deep water surveys. 
The sub is only about 11 
feet long and weighs 3.500 
pounds. Tostenson, seated 
in a small chair, pilots it to 
depths of 250-500 feet. 


There is no room inside to 
get up and walk around. 
He locates objects by 
running grid patterns - 
systematic search patterns 
that cover the floors of 
freshwater lakes, streams 
ponds and rivers The area 
is divided into quadrants, 
and each is explored in 
designated sequence. 
T o s t e n s o n c h a r g e s 
anywhere from $400 to 
$1,500 a day, depending on 
the value of the lost object 
and the difficulty of the 
terrain 
If an object is 
heavy and bulky like a car 
or boat, cables are at­ 
tached and the sunken item 
is reeled in by a barge with 
a center lift that can haul 
up to 10.000 pounds of dead 
weight. 
If divers attempted to 
stay submerged as long as 
Tostensons 
mini-sub, 
they’d suffer “the bends” - 
caused when pressure in­ 
side the body exceeds pres­ 
sure outside. Also known 


as decompression sick­ 
ness, the bends produce 
b ub b l e s 
in 
the 
bloodstream, and “feels 
like an exceptionally pain­ 
ful toothache all over your 
body,” Tostenson said. 
It can cause paralysis or 
even death 
The submersible over­ 
comes this danger because 
the pilot operates in a pres­ 
surized chamber. Even­ 
tually, the sub has to as­ 
cend to equalize pressure 
inside just as a diver does, 
but the sub can stay down 
15 times as long as a man 
with an oxygen tank. 
Tostenson and another 
pilot. Barry Wilson, spend 
two days taking the sub 
apart and inspecting it for 
every day they take it un­ 
der water. 
“ We really don’t give it a 
chance to w ear o u t.’’ 
T ostenson said 
“ And 
besides, there are so many 
safety features it would be 
almost impossible to have 


a serious accident ” 
Tostenson also runs a 
m u l t i f a c e t e d di vi ng 
business He teaches div­ 
ing; repairs equipment and 
does underwater cutting 
and welding 


But the sub seems to be 
his first love He's in the 
process of designing a 
three-m an 
subm ersible 
with greater capabilities 
than the single-seater 
And just what does he 
find so attractive about 
this line of work” 


“ Well. I’m not tied into 
the set schedule where 1 
know I II be doing the same 
thing every day for the 
next 20 years.” Tostenson 
explained “ It allows me to 
do som ething different 
every day. meet a new 
challenge and solve a new 
problem 
"I'm just turning sport 
and my love of water into a 
profession ”

The Ontario Chamber of Com­ 
merce board of directors has voted 
to withdraw its request before the 
city for the establishment of a 
general business assessment dis­ 
trict 
Berger Nielsen, executive vice 
president and m anager of the 
chamber, reported that the action 
followed a hastily called meeting 
Wednesday evening. 
He said the 
general consensus was that the 
proposed ordinance be delayed until 
there is the opportunity for more 
study. 
The ordinance, which was to be 
considered for a second reading and 
possible adoption Tuesday night by 
the Ontario City Council, would have 
imposed a levy of between $14 and 
$99 in additional business taxes for 
the businesses operating within the 
city limits. It would also put all 
business enterprises in thei city 
within a business improvement area 
and m ake m em bership in the 
chamber mandatory 
The ordinance met with 
im ­ 
mediate and overwhelming opposi­ 
tion from the sm all business 
representatives in the community. 
To date. 953 protests have been filed. 
The arguments against the or­ 
dinance included inequitable com­ 
putation that put a ceiling of $99 on 
the extra fee thus allowing large 
business operations to pay propor­ 
tionately less than others; lack of 
need for a promotional expert for all 
businesses in the city, placement of 
an intentional handicap on the opera­ 
tions and profits of small business. 


lack of need to subsidize the Ontario 
Chamber of Commerce; absence of 
safeguards for additional levies over 
the proposed 60 per cent recom­ 
mended at this tim e; shortage of 
time in notifying small business 
owners; and opposition to mandatory 
membership in the chamber. 
Mayor Paul Treadway said the 
meeting will be held Tuesday even­ 
ing. but he was uncertain about what 
direction the council would take at 
this point 
"I feel that the council would take 
note of the new chamber request I 
don't see any reason for any big con­ 
troversy.” Treadway said 
Treadway added that he would per­ 
sonally be agreeable to the establish­ 
ment of a special study committee of 
city staff, cham ber and other 
business representatives to examine 
the new business levy in greater 
depth 
He also said there were

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Vietnam doesn't 
belong in U.N. 


The North Vietnamese may have chased the 
United States out of what is now the unified 
Socialist Republic of Vietnam, but they are finding 
that they cannot shoot their way into the United Na­ 
tions. 
For the fifth time since the fall of the Saigon 
government in April 1975, the United States has 
vetoed V ie tn a m ’s application for U .N . 
membership. Vietnam is not qualified, said U.S. 
ambassador William W. Scranton, because its 
failure to account for some 800 Americans still 
listed as missing in action shows a lack of a 
“ humanitarian’’ attitude. 
Meanwhile, talks between U.S. and Vietnamese 
diplomats have resumed in Paris, and the report is 
that Hanoi is demanding not only American ap­ 
proval of its entry into the U.N. but some form of 
reparations or reconstruction aid in exchange for 
information about the MIAs. 
Actually, the United States has already given 
Vietnam about $5 billion worth of aid, albeit in­ 
advertently That, says the Pentagon’s final tally, is 
the value of American equipment captured from 
the South Vietnamese, making Vietnam one of the 
foremost military powers in Asia. 
From other sources come reports that Hanoi has 
begun imposing a 15-year “ punishment’’ on former 
South Vietnam with the design of stripping it of all 
industry and reducing it to total dependence on the 
north 
Tens of thousands of South Vietnamese refugees 
remain homeless and unwanted, the forgotten peo­ 
ple of this decade Others continue to flee. There 
are horror stories of their sampans being shot out of 
the water and passing ships ignoring them. 
Compared to what is going on in former South 
Vietnam, Hanoi's lack of a “ humanitarian” at­ 
titude regarding American MIAs pales into in­ 
significance. Yet were it not for the opposition of 
the United States, and the United States alone, this 
brutal regime would be welcomed into the world 
parliament. 
Our patent system 
comes under fire 


Sometime before the end of this year, the U.S. 
Patent and Trademark Office will have issued the 
four-millionth patent for some new and useful in­ 
vention or process, or improvement on an old one. 
Since the first patent was issued in 1790 — for a 
better way of making potash — the nation has 
benefited immeasurably from the founding fathers’ 
recognition that the natural desire for private gain 
was the world's greatest engine for promoting the 
general good, if properly harnessed. 
The patent system has been rightly credited with 
“ adding the fuel of profit to the fire of genius” and 
has been revised only twice — in 1836 and in 1952 
Under current law, a patent-holder is granted ex- 
'iusive rights to his invention for a period of 17 
years. 
Patent applications have risen to more than 
100,000 a year while the rate of issuance lags at 
between 50.000 and 80,000 a year. As a result, a 
number of bills have been introduced in Congress in 
recent years to modernize and streamline the pa­ 
tent process 
At the same time, unfortunately, the system has 
come under attack for another reason: A century 
ago. most patents were issued to individuals. To­ 
day, 75 to 80 per cent of all patents are issued to 
companies 
Some federal agencies and federal judges actual 
ly seem to view patents as contrary to the public in­ 
terest, charges T.L. Bowes, executive director of 
Intellectual Property Owners, Inc., a Washington- 
based organization devoted to preserving the patent 
incentive 
They apparently subscribe to the faulty 
syllogism, he says. Monopolies are bad for the na­ 
tion, patents are monopolies, therefore patents are 
bad for the nation 
One U.S. senator, since retired, went so far as to 
maintain that “ inventions belong to all the people 
and an inventor is not entitled to profit from his 
creation ’’ 
But we are in an era of history when, perhaps 
more than ever before, new inventions will be 
needed to meet the unique demands of the times, 
Bowes points out Developments in energy genera­ 
tion and use, in food production, housing, transpor­ 
tation, communications and a host of other areas 
will be urgently needed 
“ Patents are as much in the public interest now 
as they were almost 200 years ago,’’ he says, “ but 
they must be respected if they are to continue to 
function Patents have helped us for a long time; 
they can help us in the future

The hard-nosed general 


WASHINGTON - Hard-working, 
hard-nosed Lt. Gen T.H. Miller, a 
model Marine officer from his close- 
cropped hair to his brass buttons, 
doesn't believe in coddling his 
troops. 
For example, the idea of a Marine 
sampling marijuana, which Miller 
regards as the weed of the long­ 
haired set. is enough to bring fire to 
his face. He would drum the offender 
out of the corps and chew out any of­ 
ficer who showed leniency. 
Indeed. Miller wrote at least 16 let­ 
ters to officers on discharge boards, 
scolding them for their leniency. 
This sort of intervention in legal 
proceedings is strictly prohibited by 
both military law and Marine Corps 
regulations. 
It happened a couple of years ago 
when Miller was the convening 
authority of the administrative dis­ 
charge boards at Cherry Point, N.C. 
He had his own ideas about justice, 
and he made sure the military 
“ jurors” under him knew what his 
ideas were 
The story is told in documents that 
were never intended to be released 
to the public. After analyzing the 
documents and soliciting appraisals 
from two experts in military law, we 
have concluded that Miller commit­ 
ted serious improprieties 
To take a typical letter. Miller 
wrote sternly to an officer who 
served as a juror: “ Your recent par­ 
ticipation as senior member of the 
Administrative Discharge Board . . 
was recently reviewed by me . 
. 
“ I am taking this opportunity to in­ 
quire why you believe that a person 
convicted of possession of marijuana 
.should be retained in the Marine 
•Corps . . . 
“ It appears very obvious to me 
that possession of marijuana is not 
an honorable pursuit and one not 
easily confused with what Marines 
and the general public have come to 
expect of Marines «who receive dis­ 
charges under honorable con­ 
ditions.” 
Perhaps mindful that military 
jurors are supposed to be indepen­ 
dent. the general explained uncon­ 
vincingly that he was writing “ not to 
influence your future action but to 
point out what I believe to be an 
error in judgment on your point.” 
The effect, of course, was to in­ 
fluence the military jurors whom 
Miller said he wasn't trying to in­ 
fluence If their rulings displeased 
the general, quite clearly, they 
risked losing promotions and hurting 


their careers. 
Miller’s intervention came to the 
atten tio n of M arin e Corps 
headquarters, which assigned Gen. 
Louis H Wilson, Jr., to investigate. 
The discharge board officers, at the 
risk of offending the big brass, 
generally agreed that Miller’s letters 
were improper attempts to influence 
their decisions 
Here are a few 
samplings from their confidential 
statements 
— “ To my mind,” declared one 
juror, “ the general (Miller) was try­ 
ing to influence the board to be very 
harsh in dealing with Marines in­ 
volved with drugs” 
— “ I can see,” stated another. 
“ . . . that such a letter could have a 
very different effect on an officer 
concerned with his military career." 
" I can recall three instances when 
the board was deciding a verdict.” 
reported another officer, “ the senior

“ After receiving a critical letter 
from the general," the Juror said he

— The record shows that Miller ap­ 
parently committed another im­ 
propriety by asking discharge board 
officers whether they considered the 
pre-military service conduct of the 
defendant. It is against the law for a 
person to receive a less-than- 
honorable discharge on the basis of 
pre-service conduct. 
The case against Miller appeared 
to be solid. Indeed, the investigating 
Gen Wilson acknowledged that most 
of Miller’s letters were perceived by 
the military jurors as attempts to in­ 
fluence their actions. 
Nevertheless, Wilson solemnly 
concluded that his fellow general had 
no intent to influence the jurors 
decisions. Not even Miller’s sugges­ 
tion that board members take pre- 
service conduct into consideration 
had been prejudicial. Wilson found 
He therefore recommended that no 
action be taken against Miller 
This was a bit too much for 
W ilson’s superior. Gen 
R E . 
Cushman J r . then the Marine Corps 
commandant, who gave Miller an ad­ 
ministrative slap on the wrist. 
Then the whole affair, apparently, 
was forgotten. Miller was given 
another star. He is now a three-star 
general in command of Marine Corps 
aviation 
And the accomodating 
Wilson has replaced Cushman as the 
new Marine Corps commandant. 
WATCH ON WASTE 
The las 
payers could save “ hundreds of 
millions of dollars” if the Health, 
Education and Welfare Dept would 
get around to reducing health care 
costs.

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WASHINGTON - (N E A ) - 
Americans are not the first people to 
be* suspicious of their government. 
But we institutionalized the process 
The founders liar bored the sentiment 
that "all men having power should 
be distrusted.” hence they formed a 
Constitution which not only allows 
skepticism but makes it a patriotic 
responsibility. 
This responsibility has ebbed and 
flowed through the centuries Today 
it is flowing again, perhaps as never 
before It might be said, in this time 
of shifting citizen outlook, that the 
Republic’s most unifying force is 
that of universal doubt in the 
capability, the activity and most as­ 
suredly the honesty of the governing 
system. 
A remarkable example is current­ 
ly embodied in one George Leonard, 
a former and long tune government 
employee who is now accusing the 
adnumstration of a stupendous con­ 
spiracy to sham the people. He 
believes there is intelligent life on 
the moon, that the government 
knows it but for its own reasons is 
keeping the facts secret 
Wait. Don’t turn to the sports page 
This is serious, I think 
George 
Leonard is a cut above the misguided 
rabble which usually proposes this 
kind of thing He is educated, well 
spoken He does not think fluorida­ 
tion of water is a Communist plot, or 
that Legionnaire disease was neces­ 
sarily predicted in the Book of 
Revelations 
It's just that, as an amateur 
astronomer concerned with what be 


sees in photographs of the moon. 
Leonard has been unable to square 
his own observations with that of the 
U.S. government. As a result he has 
resigned his government position 
(with Public Health) to write a book 
called 
Somebody Else is on the 
Moon” , and to urge NASA, the CIA, 
the president or whomever to admit 
same to the public. 


Leonard’s thesis is necessarily in­ 
complete. Since he has not been to 
the moon himself, he "can’t say who 
or what is up there 
But no matter, 
for the moment First things first 
He says his photographs show clear­ 
ly that there are objects on the moon 
which are not natural, and which 
were not created or left by American 
astronauts 
For instance, Leonard says there 
are "mechanical rigs 
near King 
Crater which are over a mile in 
length Then near the impact area of 
Ranger Seven, “ there is a crater 
containing bathysphere shaped com­ 
modities, each 60 feet in diameter, 
which have identical markings on 
their backs.” Beyond this Leonard 
says his pictures show huge plat­ 
forms, lights that move in patterns, 
and many vehicular tracks 


Not surprisingly, the government 
is unmoved by Leonard's hypothesis 
It says the occurrences in his 
photographs were constructed by 
nature, or perhaps Leonard s own 
imagination And mo6t certainly, in 
this case, the government has the 
weight of probability on its side Of 
all the world's star gazers, only 


George Leonard has thus far seen 
conspiratorial intrigue on the lunar 
surface. 
Still, Leonard s book is not com­ 
plete nonsense That part of it which 
suggests that government is capable 
of anything, even fraud on the moon, 
is of contributing value to that body 
of evidence which suggests 
America's obsession with suspicion 
may be approaching a limit past 
which patriotic responsibility 
becomes destructive rot. 


Already, there is corrosion Old 
Public Health worker Leonard says 
he is one of millions of Americans 
who are refusing to get swine flu 
shots “ Because I just don’t trust 
government science ” The trend Is 
numbing Tomorrow Americans may 
not pay their taxes because there is 
no confidence in government 
micropoops to spend it wisely. 
Needless to say this lack of faith 
has not come without reason The 
news is daily revealing new 
governmental slapstick. Recently it 
was learned that officers of the 
National Zoo purchased a Bactrtan 
breeding camel that had no testicles, 
shortly after, a federal study con­ 
cluded that high federal employees 
deserve 50 per cent salary hikes. 


And yet revenge in the form of 
bureaucratic cynicism is an un­ 
suitable response to bureaucratic 
carelessness.

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — A Republican wheei I’ve ’ 
known for 30 years passed me in the hall of a government 
building the dav after election. He stopped only long 
enough to say forcefully “ We’ve got to clean house in the 
party from top to bottom, get the old group out and a new 
group in, give the party a new face, a new image." Then 
he went on his way, with a parting shot: “ And we can do 
it.” 
Despite the failure of the Republicans to improve their 
position in the Senate. House and in state governorships 
after the walloping they took in 1974. there are signs mv 
old friend may be right. The figures, for certain, don t 
give much comfort to the GOP — hefty Democratic 
majorities in the Senate and House and in the nation s 
governorships. Plus, of course, a Democrat, Carter, as 
president. 
Even more discouraging to Republicans is the evidence 
of what adverse voting drives by the major labor unions 
and black organizations can do, as well as the surprising 
turnout of rural voters for Jimmy Carter in many sec­ 
tions of the country. 
Nevertheless, the evidence of this election is that when 
Republicans put up outstanding candidates for Congress 
or for governorships they were elected more often than 
not. even in states which gave Carter a majority. 
The Republican statisticians calculate too that Carter’s 
1.7 million vote majority was more than accounted for in 
nine states — Alabama, Arkansas, Florida. Georgia. 
North and South Carolina, Tennessee, Texas, West 
Virginia and the District of Columbia — where Carter 
piled up a 19 million advantage. 


The total vote in the other 41 states taken as a whole 
gave a majority to President Ford. His losses in some 
were more than compensated for by wins in others. 


These same statisticians note that a gain of a few thou­ 
sand votes in Ohio plus a similar gain in Hawaii, would 
have put Mr. Ford in the White House for another four 
years. 
But if the election indicated a bastion of Carter 
Democratic strength in the South, it gave an equally clear 
promise of Republican hope in the West and continued 
strength in most of New England. A north-south line down 
the center of the United States dramatically illustrates a 
straight victory for President Ford on the Pacific side, 
except for Texas and Hawaii — but including Alaska 


These were the same states, conservative Republicans 
claim, that went so heavily for Ronald Reagan in the 
primaries 
Not ail Republicans won in these Western states by any 
means, as not all Democrats won in the South or in major 
cities of the North where labor union and black voting 
were strong factors. But the feeling among Republican 
strategists is that the base is there for the building 


The Republicans gained hope too in what they see as the 
gradual splintering away of chunks of the sizeable 
Catholic and Jewish vote from traditional allegiance to 
the Democratic Party. 


Rightly or wrongly, the Republicans see the 
Democratic Southern victory as more a victory for Carter 
the Southerner, than for Carter the Democrat. Some in­ 
fluential GOP strategists believe that Carter would not 
have won if he had come from a northern state If area 
pride did in fact give a major advantage to Carter, they 
ask themselves if that same factor would be so influential 
in future elections. 
Whether that new Republican face will be more conser­ 
vative or more middle - of - the - road shapes up as the 
major battle ahead, as it was in the Reagan-Ford contest 
for the nomination

DEAR DR LAMB - A relative in 
his 60s has pulmonary fibrosis. His 
doctor tells us that X rays show that 
he has only 25 per cent of normal 
lung capacity left. He takes pred 
nisone and carries nitroglycerine 
tablets. He has had chest pains that 
certainly seemed to be heart attacks, 
but the EKG didn't show this to be 
SO 
He tries to get around and do little 
things at home but gets so utterly 
fatigued it hurts to see him keep try­ 
ingIs there any more to be done to 
help him? 
DEAR READER - The replace­ 
ment of normal lung tissue with non 
functioning fiberous tissue literally 
decreases a person’s ability to 
provide oxygen to the body. 
Remember that oxygen is needed to 
enable the cells to break down foods 
to release energy. The amount of 
energy released to the body Is totally 
dependent upon the availability of 
oxygen. Lack of oxygen because of 
disease of the lungs, anemia or 
problems in circulation all cause 
fatigue. The fiberous changes can be 
caused by a variety of different con­ 
ditions. The most common form is 
thought to be related to the immune 
diseases ’’ That means the body s 
immune mechanism has gone 


haywire and produces a reaction 
somewhat like an allergic response 
— to some part of the body, in this 
case the lungs 
The reaction 
damages lung tissues which are 
replaced by fiberous tissues. 
The treatment is unsatisfactory, 
but the use of hormones as in your 
relatives case is the usual approach. 
The chest pains may be related to his 
lung disease rather than the heart 
Since his doctor wants him to have 
nitroglycerine tablets let me remind

ELTON JOHN. "Blue Moves" (MCA-Rocket 2-11004» 
There’s no discernible excuse for an album as thin as 
this from a performer as occasionally inspired as Elton 
John. There’s barely enough music here for one albumi — 
the entire first side is a long mood music suite which is 
unbelievable in its blandness — a problem which is com­ 
pounded by Elton's decision to let his essentially 
mediocre band stretch out on almost every track. Some of 
the singing creates a nice atmosphere, halfway between 
the Band and the Beach Boys, but mostly this seems like 
one of the most expensive bits of fooling around since the 
Rolling Stones released "Jamming with Edward

ELECTRIC LIGHT ORCHESTRA: "A New World 
Record’’ (United Artists UA-LA679-G). 
The amazing thing about this pretentiously titled album 
is that it nearly lives up to its self-proclaimed excellence. 
Part of this is due to the inclusion of a fine song from 
ELO leaders Jeff Lynne and Bev Bevan s original group, 
the Move- "Do Ya” is far superior to any other composi­ 
tion here! and nearly as good in this version as in the 
original. But ELO has also matured as a pop record- 
making organization — at its finest, even the most hokey, 
quasi-symphonic aspects of the album sound more like 
late Beatles ("the white album, 
"Abbey Road, ) than 
they do like Arthur Fielder

THE LOST GONZO BAND: "Thrills" (MCA 2232»

In fact, in Robert Livingston, Gary P. Nunn and John 
lnmon. the Lost Gonzo boys probably represent the finest 
assemblage of writing talent in the whole Western music 
movement.

DENISE LA SALLE: "Second Breath" (ABC ABCD-966). 
La Salle scored big in 1972 with "Trapped by a Thing 
Called Love" and "Now Run and Tell That," two burning 
pieces of burning Chicago funk. Her new songs display a 
similar lyric freshness (check "I’m Back to Collect ). 
but the gritty excitement of the tracks is dissipated. 
Instead of flowing with the power of this music, La Salle 
too often strains against it. The result is frequently more 
like a demonstration of the song than a superior perfor­ 
mance of it. Still, even if she only makes an average 
album every four years. La Salle continues to rank as one 
of the foremost female innovators in pop.

Jazz holds its monthly six-

Francisco and raised the 
$10.000 necessary to put the 
campaign over the top 
(The statue was unveiled 
in New Orleans on July 4, 
Armstrong's birthday ) 
In 1971 the SPDJ 
recognized Mrs. Grindle’s 
contributions to the club by 
awarding her an honorary 


life membership Last year 
she helped organize SPDJ- 
East. which meets in 
Riverside on the second 
Sunday of each month, and 
its membership rapidly 
grew to 200. (The parent 
club, with some 500 
members, meets on the 
fourth Sunday of each 
month.)

A California congres­ 
sman has proposed legisla­ 
tion that would bring about 
the most dramatic change 
in CBing since the band 
was established 19 years 
ago 
U.S. Rep. Burt Talcott. a 
Republican, introduced a 
bill in the last session that 
directed the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission 
to allocate six new CB 
channels in a higher, skip- 
free frequency range. The 
bill made no headway in 
the session, but he expects 
to introduce a revised ver­ 
sion in the upcoming ses­ 
sion 
Skip is a form of in­ 
terference caused by 
signals bouncing off the at­ 
mosphere and landing 
hundreds of miles past 
their normal range. CBers 
face a skip crisis because 
sunspot activity will begin 
increasing in 1978, and sun­ 
spots make skip worse 
Sunspots, which are 
eruptions on the sun’s sur­ 
face, send out ultraviolet 
rays, and the rays give the 
atmosphere additional 
electrical energy. The ad­ 
ded energy makes the 
ionosphere reflective, and 
it bounces radio waves just 
as a mirror reflects light. 
The last increase was in 
the middle and late 1960s. a 
time when few people had 
CBs Sunspots grow active 
every 11 years, with the in­ 
crease lasting three to five 
years. In the next active 
period, 20 times as many 
people will have CBs as 
there were 11 years before.

Talcott’s bill would 
direct the FCC to set up six 
channels well above the 27 
megahurtz area where CB 
is now located. The present 
range is one of the worst 
places to be in a sunspot 


peak, and higher frequen­ 
cies are not as susceptible 
to the interference. 


‘We’ve got to have more 
channels and we've got to 
have them in an area not as 
hard hit by skip in­ 
terference,’* says Tom 
Esterlv. an aide to Talcott 
“Otherwise, we’ll have a 
mess.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
The National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administra 
tion has warned that 
brkaes on older school bus­ 
es, particularly those built 
before 1969, might fail be­ 
cause of corrosion and 
rusting of the hydraulic 
tubing 
It also said other pre- 
1969 buses, trucks and pas­ 
senger vehicles might have 
similar problems 
The agency said the cor­ 
rosion is not limited to any 
make or model but ‘may 
be present in any vehicle 
exposed over a period of 
four or more years to road 
splash containing heavy 
concentrations of salt, dirt, 
or chemicals used for snow 
and ice control on 
roadways. ” 
The problem is more 
likely to occur in school 
buses made before 1969 
because those built after 
that year have brake lines 
coated with a thicker layer 


of protctive material, the 
agency said. 
It urged school bus 
operators to inspect brake 
tubing thoroughly at least 
once a year, to replace cor­ 
roded tubing and to wash 
exposed tubing period­ 
ically to remove corrosive 
materials splashed onto 
the vehicle during opera­ 
tion. 
An agency spokesman 
said vehicle age rather 
than mileage and operating 
environment is the most 
significant factor. Tubing 
failure can result "in a 
catastrophic loss of brak­ 
ing capability in vehicles 
equipped with single 
hydraulic brake sys­ 
tem s,’’ the spokesman 
said. 
The warning is based on 
a random survey con­ 
ducted by the agency of 
school buses in 18 states. 
All but one of the states are 
in snow-belt areas where 
chemicals are used to con­ 
trol road ice and snow 


Esterly says that the bill 
is designed to put pressure 
on the FCC and prompt ac- 
tion from the agency 
before the sunspots get out 
of hand.

If six new chan 
nels were allocated, it 
would be best if the Cana­ 
dian government also ex­ 
panded its CB to the same 
area. Mexico has nothing 
comparable to CB 
Expanding to a higher 
frequency area would not 
solve the skip problem, 
only ease it a little. Most 
CBers probably couldn't 
afford the move because 
the new radios would cost 
more 
Electronic gear needed 
to hit the higher mark 
would boost the prices, 
perhaps as much as 400 per 
cent Mass production and 
technical breakthroughs 
could knock down the 
price. But one of the new 
generation CBs would have 
to cost more

Pedersen, a chef himself, says that Jon is already 
enhancing the Claremont dinner house s duck and 
lamb offerings. And after talking with the man in 
the black hat. I'm eager to try Duck Ala du Bois! 
Asmara (which means ‘ dark one'* in arahtc) is 
one of the belly dancers at Jim Francke's Castle 
Restaurant on Foothill in north Pomona. I recently 
found out more about her and the art of belly danc­ 
ing 
Though she was once so shy that she pulled the 
drapes closed when she danced, Asmara decided 
one day that she really liked dancing. So, overcom­ 
ing her fears she enrolled in a belly dancing school 
in San Francisco. 
“ At first I was hopeless." she says. “ I guess I had 
a nice enough stomach, but it was too flat.

CIF hopefuls back in action 


Pomona-Pitzer 
still needs help 


Well, it’s time for what is turning 
out to be our annual plea to do 
something about the dismal state of 
football and baseball at Pomona- 
Pitzer. 
You know how it is The Sagehens 
have not (at least in several years! 
been, are not now and show no signs 
of being competitive in either sport. 


It’s terribly hard on the players 
who know they are going to be beaten 
badly every game. In football it's 
even worse because of the physical 
beating the players take. Luckily, no 
one yet has suffered serious or per- 
m an en t in ju r y . 
But unless 
someobody over there wakes up 
soon, that day will come and no one 
but the school will be to blame. 


It’s extremely difficult and depres­ 
sing for the coaching staffs which 
must go into every season knowing 
they are going to be humiliated 


And. it is hard on the fans Nobody 
enjoys an execution The only fun at 
the iootball games is that provided 
by the zany Sagehen band. 


Unfortunately, the band doesn't 
show up at the baseball games and 
neither do the fans except for three 
or four sym pathetic facu lty 
members. 


The 
Hens’ overall 2-7 record is 
deieiving It’s worse than it appears 
The two wins were over Christian 
Heritage and Caltech. 


No competition 


Christian Heritage is a school that 
played eight man football up until 
this season When it faced Pomona- 
Pitzer, it had already lost its only 
previous game, something like 41-0 
to a service team (El Toro». 


, That, incidentally, was the last 
game Christian Heritage played It 
gave up football for the rest of the 
season after the game with the 
Sagehens realizing it wasn t ready 
for 11-man football 


The Cal Tech team the ‘Hens beat 
is the same Cal Tech team that was 
beaten badly by Claremont-Mudd's 
SECOND STR IN G ERS and La 
Verne’s JAYVEES. Remember that 
(’-M s first stringers only managed 
to win two of eight games and one of 
those wajs a 69-35 thumping of 
Pomona-Pitzer. 


Aside from Christian Heritage, the 
only non conference game the 
Sagehens played was against St 
Mary’s. The result was a 46-19 
defeat. 


In five conference games, 
I*omona-Pitzer <0-5» was outscored, 
232-72 That averages out to losing by 
an average score of 46.4 to 14.4. And 
that is NOT competitive. 


We’ve said all along that football 
coach Walt Ambord could at least be 
competitive, if not a winner, if he 
had any kind of material 


But Ambord NEVER lias it to start 
with Then he always loses some 
plavers by injury and five to 10 more 
QUIT during the season Academic 
pressures are high But if the foot­ 
ball team were at all competitive, 
far fewer would quit. They quit 
because they don t see any reason for 
practicing every night just to go out 
and get their brains knocked out 
everv Saturday.

There seems to be no real bit­ 
terness in this critical contest which 
could sour Pitt’s trip to the Sugar 
Bowl and a possible national cham­ 
pionship or darken a resurgent Gator 
Bowl-bound Penn State season. 
Both teams have spent the better 
part of the past two weeks exchang­ 
ing compliments instead of uttering 
football's sacred vows of conquest 
"At this point in the season, I don’t 
think there are too many teams in 
the country better than Penn State,’ 
said assistant Pitt bead coach Joe 
Madden after a traditional Thanks­ 
giving dinner.

The victory gave the Cowboys a 
two-game lead over St. Louis in the 
NFC East Division with just two 
games remaining in the season Also 
in the running is the Washington 
Redskins, who play the Philadelphia 
Eagles Sunday and wind up the 
season at Dallas

Mrs Shirley has been a 
trustee since the organiza 
tion was founded At last 
weekend's meeting she 
was elected to a new three 
year term.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Under congressional 
orders,, the In te rio r 
Department is taking a 
fresh look at how the 
government administers 
federal lands, which make 
up one-third of the land in 
this country. 
The study is expected to 
have sweeping effects. 
The review was ordered 
in legislation known as the 
Bureau of Land Manage­ 
ment Organic Act, passed 
in the closing days of 
Congress and recently 
signed by President Ford 
The legislation removed 
some 3,000 outmoded laws 
from the statute books. 
The aim was to update and 
streamline administrative 
policies. 
The law directs the In­ 
terior secretary and the 
bureau to examine and 
review all the possible uses 
of public lands and deter­ 
mine whether a section is 
to be set aside for grazing, 
mining, timber, recreation 
. or wilderness. 
The Homestead Act was 
1 symbolic of the outmoded 
laws removed from the * 
books by the new law. 
Homesteading had served 
to populate the West, but it 
had virtually ceased for 
lack of suitable farmland. 
However, Congress did 
le a v e 
the 
in te r io r 
secretary the discretion to 
allow homesteading in 
Alaska for 10 more years 
And, it allowed a similar 
approach for developing 
promising desert lands, 
notably the Sand H ill 
region of Idaho. 
The bureau has had to 
rely on other federal or 
local law enforcement of­ 
ficers to protect and patrol 
its lands It proved to be a 
losing effort: timber and 
Christinas trees were be­ 
ing chopped; cactus, rare 
desert flowers, and ancient 
Indian paintings and carv­ 
ings were being carted off 
for sale in the cities, and 
game was being poached. 
Under the new law, the 


bureau still may contract 
for law enforcement with 
local sheriffs, but it may 
field Its own force of 
trained and armed agents 
who will have full powers 
of arrest, search and 
seizure 
The Interior Department 
did not seek this power, 
and sources there talk In 
terms of only a small force 
of agents to begin with. 
In Western states, up to 
80 per cent of the land may 
be federally owned This 
creates problems for towns 
that want to expand This 
situation 
is especially 
urgent in the coal and oil 
shale towns of Montana, 
Utah, Colorado and Wyom­ 
ing 
As it was, federal land 
could be transferred only 
in token amounts or in 
larger blocks only for 
recreation purposes. 
Under the new law, the 
secretary can sell up to 
2.500 acres to a town, at the 
going market price, if he 
thinks the sale is for the 
general 
public good. 
L a rg e r sales can be 


arranged, but they require 
review by Congress 
Some two per cent of the 
nation's beef herd is raised 
on western rangeland un­ 
der grazing permits issued 
by the bureau. For years 
ranchers have fought hikes 
in the grazing fees which 
were being pushed in an ef­ 
fort to bring the fees into 
line with the costs of graz­ 
ing cattle on private lands. 
Congress eventually set­ 
tled on a compromise graz­ 
ing provision freezing the 
fee at $1 51 per animal per 
month while the whole is­ 
sue is studied for a year. 
Also, Congress decided to 
extend the rancher- 
dominated grazing ad­ 
visory boards for 10 more 
years and to earmark half 
the annual fee revenue of 
$25 m illion for range 
improvements. 
Ranchers also have 
fought for stepped-up roun­ 
dups of wild horses, which 
came under expanded 
federal protection in 1971. 
The protection law banned 
all mechanical vehicles in 
roundups. 


But the bureau said the 
roundups were proving to 
be too lengthy, costly and 
dangerous by horseback

Dormant season sprays 
K n o ck ou t garden p ests 


Dahlias 
Dahlia enthusiasts would 
never think of letting their 
favorite bulbs overwinter 
in the soil. Indifferent gar­ 


deners, however, often 
treat them this way with 
only a slight decrease in 
the quality of bloom next 
year. Dahlias cannot be 
left indefinitely, however. 


for the clumps will be­ 
come impossibly crowded, 
so if you left them in the 
ground last winter, be sure 
to lift them this year. The 
California Association of 


Nurserymen says this can 
be done anytime the tops 
have dried, which could be 
now or December, accord­ 
ing to when you planted 
your Dahlias. 


Now’s the time to knock 
out overwintering garden 
insects and disease pests 
w ith dorm ant season 
sprays If you spray now, 
spring infestations can be 
eliminated or drastically 
reduced. This m eans 
reduced spraying next spr- 
ing and sum m er and 


healthier, stronger growth 
from deciduous trees and 
shrubs. 
The spray material to be 
used generally contains 
two or more fungicides and 
two or more insecticides. 
The dormant season sprays 
are designed to control 
bugs and diseases while 


they are easy to reach and 
at rest. Because the plants 
are not actively growing 
and many have shed their 
foliage, very effective 
sprays can be used without 
dam aging fruit trees, 
flowering and shade trees, 
rose bushes, grapevines, 
berry plants and spring

Landscapers show 
interest in 'natives' 


There’s a growing ex­ 
citement in landscaping 
circles over the use of 
California’s native plant 
materials in garden set­ 
tings The California As­ 
sociation of Nurserymen is 
pleased in the current in­ 
terests but cautions gar­ 
deners to consult local 
nurseryman for planting 
and cultural advice when 
adding native plants to 
their landscape 
Many 
n a tiv e s 
a r e 
drought resistant, that is, 
they have adapted to sur­ 
vive the long, dry summers 
of California's hillsides. 
Many of these plants can­ 
not tolerate sum m er 
watering and will succumb 
to rot diseases if kept too 
wet. Other natives classed 
as drought tolerant can 
stand summer water and 
are. therefore, the most 
adaptable to home gar­ 
dens Still another division 
of California natives 
requires frequent watering 


due to their evolution near 
creeks, fog banks or to 
other n a tu ra l w a te r 
sources. 
Requirements for sun or 
partial shade also vary 
among the natives. As with 
exotic introductions, frost 
tolerance is also a con­ 
sideration in selecting the 
proper native material for 
your landscape. Prime on 
the list of requirements for 
the successful manage­ 
ment of natives, however, 
is a well drained soil. Many 
of the trees and shrubs we 
associate with California’s 
hillsides grow in rocky, un­ 
developed soils or in rich 
humus deposited on forest 
floors. Both soils drain 
quickly unlike many of the 
clay soils being land­ 
scaped. 
Home landscapes can be 
enriched with the beauty 
native plants offer quite 
successfully. In fact, many 
natives have been in 
cultivation for well over a 


century. “Native Califor­ 
nia Plants for Ornamental 
Use” is available from the 
University of California 
Agricultural 
Extension 
Service. The booklet in­ 
cludes some 150 selected 
trees and shrubs, their 
tolerance to drought, adap­ 
tability to summer water, 
frost hardiness, and ex­ 
posure requirements For

flowering shrubs. 
Insects and disease caus­ 
ing fungi overwinter in 
bark crevices, fallen leaves 
and in the soil. Be sure to 
spray plants thoroughly top 
to bottom for the most ef­ 
fective protection. Clear 
away rubbish and spray 
into the corners of the 
yard. Spray the ground 
around plants too. 
A big part of insect and 
disease control hinges upon 
how the materials are ap­ 
plied Pressure will affect 
the throughness of the 
spraying job'. Hose end 
sprayers are quite popular 
and easy to use. The 
pesticide is mixed in a jar 
attached to the hose end. 
The correct amount of 
water from the hose is 
proportioned with the 
pesticide before it goes 
through the spray nozzle. 
Pressurized tank sprayers 
are also very effective and 
quite accurate in applying 
the correct dosage of 
pesticide because the 
material is measured into 
the spray tank. 


This is also a good time 
to check plants for storm 
damage. Broken limbs 
should be sawed off and 
stakes around trees should 
be checked to make sure 
they will do their job 
through the rainy and 
windy season ahead.
